H. A. GUCK NOT INSANE. 


Notwithstanding a need that baa 
existed for many decades of years, 
there never were more than desult­ 
ory attempts to improve the worst 
obstructions to navigation in the Mis­ 
sissippi river, that is the Rock Island 
and Des Moines rapids, until after 
the civil war period. This Is. the state­ 
ment made by Major C. S. Riche of 
the corps of engineers of the United 
State* army, a man who is now bend­ 
ing his best efforts to secure the deep 
waterway to the gulf that is a neces­ 
sity to modern commerce and for a 
reclamation of old time prestige on 
the Father of Waters. 
The removal of snags and over­ 
hanging trees was first undertaken 
in 1867 and in 1888 was made a con­ 
tinuing work with an annual appro­ 
priation of $25,000. The result has 
been a clean river, kept clean be­ 
cause the new snags diminished in 
number, and the cutting of the banks 
under improved plans afford greater 
protection. The 
snag' boat service 
must always be continued but so 
efficiently has its work been done 
that Increased territory can be cov­ 
ered for the same appropriation. It 
should be Increased to cover the riv­ 
ers tributary above the mouth of the 
Missouri, such aa the Chippewa, St. 
Croix and Minnesota. 
At Rock Island Rapids 
The first Improvement tending to 
an open channel at the Rock Island 
rapids was bagun in 1865, finished 
in 1905, during which time, 125.- 
000 yards of obstructing and sub­ 
merged rock ledge were removed at 
a cost of less than $2,000,000, re­ 
sulting in a channel nowhere less 
than 200 feet In width and with a 
depth of four feet at extremely low 
water. At the Des Moines rapids a 
lateral canal was built with three 
locks. Aside from this and the snag- 
gong, no government work was un­ 
dertaken until 1872. 
Prior to that time, steamboatmen 
and rafters occasionally resorted to 
temporal measures for deepening tbs 
water on the bars, .building slight 
dams of brush held 
In 
place by 
stakes. The first high water carried 
these away and the 
channels pro­ 
duced soon filled up. 
But the prac­ 
tical river men showed the way to­ 
ward perfection and the plan of their 
work was followed when the actual 
Improvement was established in 1878. 
There were then 227 bars or bad 
crossings between the mouth of the 
Missouri and 8t. Paul. Between these 
bars were pools of ample depth. The 
bars were not stationary, but slowly 
traveled downstream as a result of 
their upper portions being gradual­ 
ly scoured sway by the current and 
then redeposited below. 
The meth­ 
od of improvement was Inaugurated 
by Col. Mackenzie. 
He found that 
navigation began to be troublesome 
when the stage of the river fell to 
four feet above the lowest water, 
and that 
these 
contracting works 
should be fully effective at this stage. 
For this reason the crest of all wing 
dams was placed at an elevation of 
four feet above the level of low wa­ 
ter. Below Quincy, where conditions 
are slightly different the crest Is rais­ 
ed to six feet. 
Brush and Wing Dams 
The brush an<J wing dams opposite 
th# city of Clinton are excellent ex­ 
amples of this construction built out 
from one shore so as to leave the 
width between the ends of the dams 
and the other shore such as exper­ 
ience showed would result in the re­ 
quired deuth being obtained by the 
scouring of the river 
current. 
The 
opposite shore was then protected 
by willow mattresses covered aith 
stone to prevent its further erosion. 
In addition side sloughs were closed 
by similar dams, so that the river at 
and below a four foot stage was 
forced to flow through the narrower 
channel and the 
resalt 
was that 
the required depth and the Increased 
force was obtained. 
As the material 
thus secured would eventually be de­ 
posited somewhere, and not all be­ 
tween the dams where it would be 
out of the way, but in the impress­ 
ed river below, It was shown that it 
will be necessary to provide works 
of this character for nearly the en­ 
tire length of the river. 
That such 
a method is practical is proven by 
the work undertaken at a point be­ 
tween 8t. Paul and Prescott, where 
such works were completed tan years 
ago, not a penny baa been expended 
on them since and the channel has 
remained in good condition. 
Boats Go to Bt. Paul 
In consequence of the improving 
work that has been done it has been 
possible for the larger boats to make 
St. Paul at a stage of water when 
formerly they could not pass La 
Crosse. It is felt. however, that a 
I 1-2 foot channel is not. sufficient 
for the demands of navigation so the 
plan was changed to' a six-foot chan­ 
nel, a survey ordered by congress

appropriation asked for, granted for 
the beginning of the work. None of 
the work already done will be wasted 
the only difference being that the low 
water channel will be narrower. 
A larger recourse to dredging in 
comparison to what was done in the 
past is essential. Contraction works 
will be relied upon to make perma­ 
nent result but the* hydraulic dredge 
is to be used, and they will be of 
further value, since they can be util, 
lied In keeping open the landings 
and harbor places along the river. 
In addition it is hoped that water 
power owners along the river will 
find It to their interest to develop 
such additional means as water stor­ 
age and flow regulation as will make 
excessive floods less frequent and ex­ 
treme low water stages Impossible. 
Comment by >\ajor Riche 
In commenting upon this work 
Major Riche says that there are four 
thoroughly equipped boat yards ofr 
the building of a new floating plant 
and the repair of the old. Four ad­ 
ditional dredges are being built and 
70 barges, and should an appropria­ 
tion be made this winter, the men in 
charge of the improvement will be 
ready to use It without wasteful­ 
ness. 
The necessity 
of 
immediate 
and ample appropriations is self-evi-* 
dent. Continuing at the present rate 
It will take 40 years to complete the 
work; there is no reason 
why 
it, 
should not be done in ten years and 
if the people of the Mississippi val­ 
ley concentrate on this line of ac­ 
tivity, see that money is forthcom­ 
ing for this issue alone and provided 
that the amounts are sufficient to 
permit the engineering work to con­ 
tinue rapidly, the engineer depart­ 
ment will remain in shape to do the 
work economically and rapidly.
